2. Chairman's Remarks 


The Dean announced that the capital funds received by the Faculty of Fine 
Arts for the academic year 1981-82 amounted to $50,000. The total amount 
of funds that had been requested had been $186,000. He explained that the 
distribution of these funds had been made and that Department Chairmen 
would be notified in the near future. 


3. Curriculum 


Council was asked to debate the motion put forward from Senate with respect 
to Competence in Written Expression (see attached). After considerable 
discussion the following resolution was moved; 


*Motion: (Langley, Childs) "that the proposed compulsory test of competence in 
written expression in English or French as a condition of graduation be 
be dropped, and replaced by a voluntary remedial course which "functionally 
illiterate" students would be advised to take."
